CAMBKAI 


No corner of France has been the scene of harded fighting 


than that where Cambrai lies. To the west of the city on the 
Scheldt, in victory and defeat, the British and German Armies 
have moved forward and backward year after year. It was there 
that Byng sprang his great surprise with the tanks and forced a 
bulging slient in the German lines. But the hopes of the British 
of taking Cambrai at that time were short-lived. Only a few 
weeks later they were caught unawares, severely punished and 
compelled to give up hard-won ground to the enemy. 


It was on the front from St. Quentin to Cambrai that the 


Germans last March directed the main force of the big drive which 
was to force a wedge between the British and French Armies. 


For over four years Cambrai had beert in the hands of th< 


German invaders. At last it has been redeemed, and for good. 
To-day the British and Americans are well to the east and south 
of it and are headed in the direction of Valenciennes, barely twen- 
ty miles away. 


With a population of only 22,000 before the war, and famous 


first of all for its spinners, Cambrai was not a fortress, as Verdun 
was, but the Germans made it one of the chief strongholds defend- 
ing the Hinclenburg line. Ten days ago its capture was certain 
but the Germans held on desperately, and to the loss of the city 
is added the loss of 8,000 German prisoners. The Hindenburg lint 
no longer exists. Now that St. Quentin and Cambrai have beer 
taken by the French and British, La Fere and Laon cannot lonj 
be held, with the Allied armies pushing east in Picardy and north 
in Champagne. 
For Germany the fall of Cambrai is anothei 


warning of inevitable defeat.—(New York World.)

AMERICA NOT SOLE ARBITER 


There are more reasons than one for the peace offensive. Th 


Germans want to stop the Allied advance, cause a dangerous re- 
laxation in the Allied ranks, and get a breathing spell for them- 
selves. They hope to fight over every proposition at a peace con- 
ference, extend that conference indefinitely, and, whatever Imp- 
pns, give their own people the impression that they have secured 
a negotiated peace. 
They know that they are defeated, yet in- 


tend to secure a negotiated peace. They know that they are de- 
feated, yet intend to secure a large voice in the peace terms bj 
beginning discussion before they are forced to unconditional sur- 
render. And they evidently hope to sow dissension by addressing 
the United States separately instead of the Allied governments 
collectively. 
Our Government will no doubt be on its guard 


against this last part of their cunning scheme. 


Of course the United States alone is not an a position to grant 


peace or even to say precisely what the terms shall be. Owing to 
their geographical position and for other reasons France and Eng- 
land are more vitally concerned than the United States, and, as 
they have borne the brunt of the fighting during mere than four 
years, they have even a superior right to say what the peace 
terms shall be. Having furnished the reinforcements that turned 
tlie tide, of course the United States has the right to speak as an 
equal, but as an equal only. It is to be hoped that consultation 
with our Allies will precede all Washington utterances as to peace 
and peace terms. And it is to be hoped that the Allied govern- 
ments, including the United States, will refuse to discuss peace 
at all until the enemy has been beaten to a standstill and has sur- 
rendered unconditionally; for otherwise the great effort and sac- 
rifice will virtually have been made in vain. It is scarcely less im- 
portant that our Government sidestep the German trap by studi- 
ously avoiding any appearance of an assumption of a dominating 
leadership of equal Allies.

No corner of France has been the scene of harded fighting 


than that where Cambrai lies. To the west of the city on the 
Scheldt, in victory and defeat, the British and German Armies 
have moved forward and backward year after year. It was there 
that Byng sprang his great surprise with the tanks and forced a 
bulging slient in the German lines. But the hopes of the British 
of taking Cambrai at that time were short-lived. Only a few 
weeks later they were caught unawares, severely punished and 
compelled to give up hard-won ground to the enemy. 


It was on the front from St. Quentin to Cambrai that the 


Germans last March directed the main force of the big drive which 
was to force a wedge between the British and French Armies. 


For over four years Cambrai had beert in the hands of th< 


German invaders. At last it has been redeemed, and for good. 
To-day the British and Americans are well to the east and south 
of it and are headed in the direction of Valenciennes, barely twen- 
ty miles away. 


With a population of only 22,000 before the war, and famous 


first of all for its spinners, Cambrai was not a fortress, as Verdun 
was, but the Germans made it one of the chief strongholds defend- 
ing the Hinclenburg line. Ten days ago its capture was certain 
but the Germans held on desperately, and to the loss of the city 
is added the loss of 8,000 German prisoners. The Hindenburg lint 
no longer exists. Now that St. Quentin and Cambrai have beer 
taken by the French and British, La Fere and Laon cannot lonj 
be held, with the Allied armies pushing east in Picardy and north 
in Champagne. 
For Germany the fall of Cambrai is anothei 


warning of inevitable defeat.—(New York World.)

AMERICA NOT SOLE ARBITER 


There are more reasons than one for the peace offensive. Th 


Germans want to stop the Allied advance, cause a dangerous re- 
laxation in the Allied ranks, and get a breathing spell for them- 
selves. They hope to fight over every proposition at a peace con- 
ference, extend that conference indefinitely, and, whatever Imp- 
pns, give their own people the impression that they have secured 
a negotiated peace. 
They know that they are defeated, yet in- 


tend to secure a negotiated peace. They know that they are de- 
feated, yet intend to secure a large voice in the peace terms bj 
beginning discussion before they are forced to unconditional sur- 
render. And they evidently hope to sow dissension by addressing 
the United States separately instead of the Allied governments 
collectively. 
Our Government will no doubt be on its guard 


against this last part of their cunning scheme. 


Of course the United States alone is not an a position to grant 


peace or even to say precisely what the terms shall be. Owing to 
their geographical position and for other reasons France and Eng- 
land are more vitally concerned than the United States, and, as 
they have borne the brunt of the fighting during mere than four 
years, they have even a superior right to say what the peace 
terms shall be. Having furnished the reinforcements that turned 
tlie tide, of course the United States has the right to speak as an 
equal, but as an equal only. It is to be hoped that consultation 
with our Allies will precede all Washington utterances as to peace 
and peace terms. And it is to be hoped that the Allied govern- 
ments, including the United States, will refuse to discuss peace 
at all until the enemy has been beaten to a standstill and has sur- 
rendered unconditionally; for otherwise the great effort and sac- 
rifice will virtually have been made in vain. It is scarcely less im- 
portant that our Government sidestep the German trap by studi- 
ously avoiding any appearance of an assumption of a dominating 
leadership of equal Allies.
